“The frontier' men of this sec 
tlor knew no such word as su 
render and accepted defeat onl 
lr death,” says the Brownwoi 
Banner in a recent story quote 
from the book, “Early Days of 
Central Texas,” written by tl 
late F. M. Cross of Blanket. 
The chapter of the book cite 
gl”es the tragic story of Jam* 
Cirmean and James Tankeralej 
oi Comanche County who m* 
death in a fight with 16 or li 
Indians. The story follows: 
"James Carmran 
and Jamc 
Tankeraley were residents of Co 
manrhe County. In the fall c 
1863 they took a large supply ol 
bacon to sell at Camp Collier or 
Clear Creek, to our Company <r 
sect.*11 of the Ranger force In thi 
founiy» stationed some four o* 
five miles from the site of th* 
town of Brookesmith. The mer 
stayed two nights at the camp ant 
on the second morning started 
nn the return trip to their homes 
When they had gone about six 
miles they were attacked by a 
band of 16 or 18 Indians. The 
men turned back and tried to 
make a run for our camp. Tank- 
ersley was a large man and was 
riding a horse that was lame. 
Carmean could undoubtedly have 
made his escape but he was too 
brave a man to leave his friend, 
so he held back and they fought 
the Indians for about a mile 
They were coming right back on 
the road to the camp. Close to 
ti\e roadside was a big tree and 
by this they stopped. Tankersley 
having been wounded in both legs 
“Carmean got behind this tree 
with his rifle and stood the In­ 
dians off while his companion 
crawled off his horse and d n .’ged 
himself to a small thicket n c.r- 
by. It wa evident that Tankersley 
died first, having received fa.al 
wounds while on his horse. 'I her* 
was no r n n to **il this, but b'ooc, 
on the ground from where he 
got off to w here he crawled to die 
showed now badly he wa.; wound- 
cd. Signs on 
the battleground 
showed that men never ¿ought 
more bravely for their lives than 
t.iese two. One of the Indians 
had a r.. 1c and w* found Wheie 
lie had crawled up behind a stump 
and 
hot at Carm an. who was 
still behind the liveoak tree. We 
found a bullet in this stump that 
Carmean had evidently put there. 
The Indian succeeded in putting 
a bullet through the forks of the 
tree where it was only a few 
inches thick, and struck Car- 
mean in the breast, killing him 
Tankersley \s

was

scalped 
and 
Carmean 
clothing was taken. 
’ We found the oodles of these 
men only a short time after they 
were killed, for two of our boys, 
Pat Gallagher and Isom Large, 
had been out horse hunting and 
came on them while their wounds 
were still bleeding. The Indians 
were still around and immediately 
gave chase. Being mounted on 
good horses, however, the boys 
soon ran off from them. 
• We took the bodies of Tankers­ 
ley and Carmean and buried them 
in the same grave. The two men 
were neighbors, they died side by 
side and are sleeping side by side 
at the old Camp Collier, near 
Brookesmith.”

100 YEARS AGO IN TEXAS 


ienalor Metcalfe 
Gives An Account 
Of Legislature

This week both Houses of the 
Legislature made good progress 
:n makers of major importance. 
The House in a 
until well past midnight Monday, 
passed an omnibus tax bill and 
sent it to the 8enate. This bill 
taxes many things and would 
raise approximately thirty million 
dollars in new revenue, chiefly 
from 
increases on natural re­ 
sources, franchise taxes and util­ 
ities. 
The original House bill allocat­ 
ed funds to meet the need for 
teacher retirement and the con­ 
stitutional provisions for depend­ 
ent children and the blind, and. 
after setting aside a reasonable 
amount for the State’s general 
fund, sent the rainder to pay aid 
to the old folks This latter por­ 
tion In probably more than one- 
half of the entire amount levied. 
The bill will go to a Senate com­ 
mittee early this coming week.

Begins; Census 
Review Is Urged 


During the month of March 
each year, the scholastic census 
of 
all 
school 
districts 
to 
the 
county are taken. The various 
school 
boards 
elect 
a 
census 
enumerator 
who 
performs 
this 
task. The taking of school census 
is a difficult task, especially in 
large districts. The parents are 
in position to render valuable as­ 
sistance to the enumerators by 
making it convenient to enumer­ 
ate their children and not permit 
an oversight of them. A good 
service can be given the schools 
by each patron making a special 
effort to see that his children are 
taken and to help the trustees 
survey the community for new­ 
comers. 
Each scholastic provides twenty- 
two 
dollars 
and 
fifty 
cents 
to the community, and the schol­ 
astic 
enumeration 
is 
the 
very 
foundation upon which rural aid 
schools operate. 
The law provides that the chil­ 
dren must reside to the school 
district on April 1st and should 
they move from the district be- j 
fore that date, the enumerator is 
supposed to mark their names 
from the roll. Should some chil-

, before

Senator Metcalfe 
Warns Teachers 
Asainsf Sale Tax 


State Senator Penrose B Met­ 
calfe of San Angelo urged mem­ 
bers of the Mid-Texas Education­ 
al Association to support a tax 
measure for payment of teachers’ 
retirement without necessity of a 
sales tax or transactions tax. 
Speaking to 1.500 teachers at 
their 33rd annual convention in 
Brownwood 
at 
Howard 
Payne 
Friday, the Senator wamer them, 
the 
Brownwood 
Bulletin 
says, 
against being used as "unwitting 
tools” of sales tax advocates. He 
said he didn’t think the teachers 
want either a sales or transactions 
tax. 
Reviewing the legislative pro­ 
cedure at Austin. Senator Met­ 
calfe said the tax bill passed by 
the House contained funds for 
teacher retirement and other ob­ 
ligations. The Governor has sent 
a message to the legislators sug­ 
gesting that if teacher retirement 
is to be paid from the general 
fund, then old age pensions and 
other 
social 
security 
matters 
should come from that source. 
With a $26.000,000 deficit on 
the general fund and warrants 
already being discounted, if an­ 
other $26.000,000 should be added, 
then the only solution is apt to 
be a general sales tax, "and I 
don’t think the people want a 
sales tax or transaction tax," Met- 
cale said. 
The Senator said he thought the 
47th Legislature should pay teach­ 
er retirement this session. He said 
the tax bill taxes everything and 
will raise funds needed for this 
and other purposes, and that a 
tax bill should be passed without 
resorting to a sales tax.

To File For School 
Trustee Election 


On the first Saturday in April 
of each year, the qualified voters 
of 
each 
school 
district 
elect 
trustees for their school district. 
The 
date for election this 
year 
is April 5th. The polls for the 
election shall open at 8:00 a. m, 
and 
close at 7 p. m. Everyone 
eligible is urged to exercise this 
right for the interest of the com­ 
munity and its boys and girls. 
Three persons for each voting 
box 
shall be appointed to hold 
such election and make returns of 
said election. The holders of the 
elections shall be qualified voters 
of the district. 
As is commonly known, notices 
of the trustee elections must be 
posted in three places within the 
district at least twenty days be­ 
fore the date of holding said elec­ 
tion. Notices may be placed in 
the press instead of posting them.
